Farmers In th e Fertile Kaw Valley 
Fo rm An Asso ciatio n . 


T o p e k a , K as. , July 2 1 .— Pota­ 
to growers in the K a w valley be­ 
tween Topeka and Kansas C ity are 
said to have formed a trust. 
The 
leaders in the movement call it an 
association, not a trust, but it is a 
mere quibble as to terms. 
The ob­ 
ject of the “ association” 
is 
the 
m arketing of the potato crop at a 
reasonable profit. 
J. R . W eaver 
and J. W . Kindred, of 
W eaver, 
Douglas county, are the 
moving 
spirits in the enterprise. 
It is said the headquarters of the 
trust is at Linw ood, on the north 
side of the river in Leavenworth 
county. 
It is credited with con­ 
trolling more, than 8 ,0 0 0 acres of 
potatoes. 
This year’s crop is es­ 
timated at 
1 ,2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
bushels, or 
more than 3 ,0 0 0 carloads. 
During 
the past few years potato culture in 
the K a w valley has grown to be a 
gigantic industry. 
Potatoes of an 
exceedingly fine quality are grown 
almost to the exclusion of other 
crops and many farmers who have 
devoted their attention w holly to 
potatoes have grow n independently 
rich. 
T he first carload of Kansas pota­ 
toes was shipped to the A tlantic 
seaboard this week. 
The drought 
in the east has curtailed the home 
supply and opened up a new mar­ 
ket for the Kansas product. 
Pota­ 
toes were quoted at $2. 75 ^ barrel 
in N e w Y o r k , or 
about $i per 
bushel. 
T he freight rate from the 
K a w river to N ew Y o rk amounts 
to 52 cents per 
100 
pounds, or 
about 31 cents a bushel. 
Satur­ 
day potatoes sold in the K a w val­ 
ley at 35 to 42 cents per bushel. 
A d d in g the freight rate, it is plain 
to see that laid down in N ew Y o rk 
they would cost 66 to 73 cents per

died June 
23d, 1899, at the home of his par­ 
ents, near A lva, of typhoid fever. 
He was educated at St. Joseph 
academy and Sedalia university, in 
the state of Missouri, 
lie removed 
to Barber county, Kansas, in 1886, 
and at the opening of the Strip he 
dime to A lva and was associated 
with his father in the practice of 
law until his death.

sired. 
It 
would 
connect 
South­ 
west Missouri w ith 
Chicago and 
other northern markets, which can­ 
not now- be advantageously reach­ 
ed. 
T h e 
new 
road would 
pass 
through Dallas county and absorb 
the old bonded debt there, which 
has been harassing the taxpayers 
for twenty-five years or more. 
Dallas county, like 
St. 
Clair, 
took stock in a railroad that 
was 
never built. 
T h e bonds were sold 
to innocent purchasers, and a ju d g ­ 
ment for the principal and interest 
of the debt hounds,
